Westinghouse Battery Official 
Had Book Open at Page 
on Girl’s Death, 


Pittsburgh, Feb. 22 (A.P.).—A strange 
coincidence in connection with the 
death of C. Harry Smith, 54, general 
manager of the Westinghouse Union 
Battery Co., who fell from a third-story 
window of the Pittsburgh Athletic Club 
today, came to light during an investi- 
gation of the fatality by city detectives. 

“We found lying on the table in 
Smith's room a book entitled ‘The Clock 
Strikes Two,’” said the official report 
of the detectives. “The corner of page 
273 was turned down, and the last 
paragraph read as follows: 

“‘Forty years ago my daughter fell 
in love and wanted to marry against 
my will. She tried to escape from a 
room I’d locked her into and in trying 
fell and was killed.’” 

It was the belief that Smith had 
been reading the book just before he 
decided to retire early today, and the 
theory that he fell while trying to 
open a window was advanced by police.

Ohioan Speaks at City Exer- 
cises—Outlines Plans for 
Celebration in 1932. 


Preservation of governmental author- 
Ity without the sacrifice of essential 
liberty wes George Washington's great- 
est contribution to the world, Sena- 
tor Simeon D. Fess, of Ohlo, yesterday 
declared at the municipal celebration 
of the birth of the first President, at 
the National Theater. Eighty-nine 
local organizations were represented at 
the exercises, and approximately 1,800 
persons thronged’ the theater. 

“As president of the Constitutional 
Convention, Washington weighed the 
importance of Hamiltonian authority 
and Jeffersonian liberty, and had much 
to do with the final decision to recog- 
nize both in our scheme of popular 
constitutional government,” Senator 
Fess said. “While it is true that he 
opened the way for divisions of opin- 
lon and laid the foundations for our 
two-party system of popular govern- 
ment, history of America has demon- 
Strated his wisdom,” the senator added. 

As vice chairman of the memorial 
commission in charge of arrangements 
for the bicentennial celebration of 
Washington’s birth and author of the 
resolution which brought the commis- 
sion into being, Fess. outlined plans 
for the 200th anniversary observance 
The plans call for a three-year period 
of commemoration, leading up to the 
climactic national celebration in 1932 


Ancestors’ Homes Visited. 


“During the past three years every 
Place in England identified with the 
Washington family has been visited by 
a representative of the commission,” he 
sald. “We have data running back at 
least sixteen generations, with an un- 
broken chain of Washington lineage. 

“The immediate purpose now is to 
enlist the entire American people in a 
new interest in the Father 
Country. In this scheme will be em- 
braced the schools, the churches, the 
various clubs and every association in- 
terested in American progress. It 
include all the patriotic organizations. 

“The commission has recommended 
and Congress has been asked to auth- 
orize the publication of a monumental 
work to include ‘Washington Works,’ in 
22 volumes, and the ‘Weshington Series’ 
in 15 volumes. These two publications 
will be the most complete and valu- 
able of their kind ever undertaken. It 
will probably cost $300,000 as a per- 
manent contribution of our people to 
one of the world’s greatest figures. 


Tilans of Commission, 


“The plan of the commision is to 
stimulate nation-wide interest by a 
series of observances, beginning in 1929 
and continuing through 1930, 1931, and 
reaching a climax in 1932. The char- 
acter of the 1932 event is to be out- 
lined later. ' 

“It is hoped there will be a general 
cooperation, with each locality putting 
on some form of celebration, each State 
conducting a State celebration and the 
Nation celebrating the event here in 
the Capital, as jusitfied by its im- 
portance.” 

The exercises were called to order by 
Commissioner Dougherty, who turned 
ene meeting over to Senator David l. 
Walsh. It was Senator Walsh who in- 
troduced the principal speaker, Senator 
Fess. In a brief opening address Sena- 
tor Walsh said no government can long 
survive which does not regard human 
rights before private ones. The coun- 
try’s statesmen must be inspired with 
the principles of Washington in order 
to carry on, he said. 

A feature of the celebration was the 
presentation by Gen, Pershing of a gold 
medal to Miss Margaret Elizabeth Mof- 
fett, of the Eastman School. The medal 
Was awarded by the Sons of the Revo- 
lution fOr an essay on “What Weight 
Should Be Given to New Hampshire's 
Part in the War of the Revolution?” 
submitted in competition with other 
school children‘of the city. 

Preliminary to the ceremonies an 
hour’s concert of patriotic music was 
given by the Untted States Marine 
Band.

And while the Nation honored Wash- 
ington, the American Legion Post of 
Alexandria paid tribute to an unknown 
watrior who followed him. Who this 
man was they have no means of know- 
ing. All that they know is that his 
body laid more than 150 years in the 
old churchyard of the Presbyterian 
Meeting House. In giving honor to 
this obscure patriot, the legion post 
honored the memory of his commander 
and his unknown comrades sleeping in 
unmarked graves from the Green Moun- 
tains down to Georgia. 

The history of the unknown soldier 
was brought to the post’s knowledge by 
Mrs. Mary G. Powell, widow of a Con- 
tederate soldier and an authority on 
Virginia history. In 1826, while dig- 
ging for foundations of a Catholic 
church, workmen uncovered a rough 
munitions box, the flotsam of forgotten 
battle tide. 


Grave Marked With Tablet, 


Within the box, the body of the 
unknown lay, clad in the “ragged regi- 
mentals of the Continentals.” He had 
been killed in battle apparently, and 
hastily buried with no marker on his 
grave, or, if there had been such, it 
disappeared. Knowing they had en- 
croached on long forgotten burial 
ground unwittingly, the workmen rev- 
erently reinterred the body at prac- 
tically the selfsame spot where since 
has been its unmarked grave. But yes- 
terday the grave was marked by tablet. 
and while his name will rest unknown 
till the last assembly, his memory will 
be glorified by battle brothers who 
came after him, struggling in kindred 
cause. 

At noon more than 300 legionnaires 
of Alexandria assembled at Gadsby’s 
Tavern, in North Royal street, which 
edifice of Revolution days they bought 
to ‘save, and, headed by the post com- 
mander, George F. Downham, marched 
in formation to the Meeting House to 
hold their service at the Unknown’s 
grave. Here Capt. Thurlow White and 
Dr. Howard Arnold, legion men, pre- 
sided. The tablet was unveiled by Mrs. 
Powell; the salvo to the dead was fired 
by World War riflemen; a veteran of 
the Argonne sounded “taps.” De- 
scendants of the Signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, Sons of the 
Revolution, Colonial Dames, Mount 
Vernon and Kate Waller Barrett Chap- 
ters and national officers of the D. A.

Sinclair, Barns and Day 
Defend Trailing Jurors 


New York, Feb. 22 (A.P.).—Harry F. 
Sinclair, oil magnate, and his code- 
fendants, W. Sherman Burns and H. 


Mason Day, convicted of contempt of 
court in connection with the Teapot 
Dome oil scandal, today issued state- 
ments defending their right to shadow 
jurymen, 

They based their right on the as- 
sertion that “it had long been the prac- 
tice of the Government to shadow 
juries.” 

“It is apparent,” Sinclair said in his 
statement, “that it is lawful for the 
Government to use its great Secret 
Service in shadowing juries, but un- 
lawful for the citizen to exercise the 
same right. Heretofore no court hes 
held the mere act of jury shadowing 
to be unlawful. It is conceded that 
no statute forbids it, and the repeated 
practice both by the Government and 
by defendants in courts all over the 
United States has given it the sanction 
of usage. 

“It is impossible for me to under- 
stand why I should be held guilty of 
contempt when neither I nor any one 
acting for me came in conti.ct with 
a single juror, or did any act that pro- 
duced upon the mind of a single juror 
the knowledge that he or she was be- 
ing shadowed. Under these circum- 
stances how could a juror be impeded 
in his functions as a juror? * * * 
I shall appeal at once from this 
decision.” 

Asking that the public suspend 
Judgment until the higher court has 
had an opportunity to pass on the 
legality of their acts, W. Sherman 
Burns said in his statement: 

“As for myself, I admitted shadow- 
ing the jury three months ago. I be- 
lieve I had a right to do so, and I still 
sO believe. I have had the illustrious 
example of my Government before me 
in that respect. The Government has 
been shadowing juries for over 30 years 
that I know of.” 

In his statement H. Mason Day sald: 

“Justice Siddons has decided that 
the mere shadowing of a jury for the 
purpose of being assured that they 
were not influenced by unlawful con- 
tact with others is contempt of court 
and condemns us for this and nothing 
more. 

“I did only what 1 knew the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the United States 
attorneys throughout the United States 
had been doing for 50 years.”

POLICE GUARD AT SHOW 


Climaxing a three-day labor war, in 
which Harry Wardman’s Park Theater, 
4618 Fourteenth street northwest, has 
suffered from offensive “bombs” and 
short circuits, Detective R. BE. Jones yes- 
terday arrested Edward Gill, 49 years 
old, of 727 Webster street, for itnvest!- 
gation. Sol Machat, manager, discov- 
ered yesterday morning that entrance to 
the theater had been forced through a 
rear window, and two expensive pro- 
jecting machines smashed. 

Pursuant to a change in policy or- 
dered Wy Elmer Dyer, one of the man- 
aging directors of the Wardman enter- 
prises, the entire union staff of the 
theater, including musicians and oper- 
ators, was discharge? Sunday night and 
their posts filled by nonunion labor. 
While the change affects only three em- 
ployes, Edward Gill, operator; Robert 
Myer, assistant operator, and Sylvia 
Einarssen, organist, the management 
says it has precipitated a retaliatory 
campaign sponsored by the labor or- 
ganizations of the discharged employes, 

Gill, who had been employed at the 
Park Theater several years, disclaimed 
all knowledge of the vandalism. 

The neighborhood has been flooded 
with handbills attacking the manage- 
ment’s alleged unfairness to organized 
labor, and on several occasions within 
the last three days audiences have been 
driven from the theater by “stink 
bombs.” On another occasion, Machat 
told police, a valuable instrument was 
badly damaged, due to a piece of cop- 
per being placed so as to cause a short 
circuit. 

Upon discovery of the disabled pro- 
jecting machines, Machat obtained 
other machines and a continuous holl- 
day show was presented. All during 
the day, however, and through the 
drizzling rain of last night a tall, slen- 
der middle-aged woman paced in front 
of the theater to the cadence of her 
unceasing and dismally voiced chant, 
“This theater is nonunion and unfair 
to organized labor.” 

The theater was guarded by police- 
men and plain-clothes men yesterday, 
and the Thirteenth Precinct promised 
to detail a special watch at the theater 
following the last showing last night.

50 
every day was fashion day on both 
ships in spite of rougn seas. 

Both ships left France February 15. 
The Olympic kept in the lead and 
reached quarantine first. But the Paris 
wriggled through quarantine first and 
docked an hour ahead of the Olympic. 

Staterooms on both ships were piled 
high with mysterious boxes containing 
Paris’ most treasured secrets and men 
and women designers were busy 
throughout the voyage designing gowns 
which will be rushed through work- 
shops and sent by airplane throughout 
America. 

No Knees in Sight. 


There were fashion shows by day on 
the decks of both ships and the din- 
ners and balls revealed the latest ideas 
from the Rue ce la Paix. 

Not a knee showed beneath any of 
the late models displayed day and night. 
Skirts are decidedly longer, and the 
evening gowns have skirts which are 
several inches longer behind. Black 
evening gowns in silk, satin, velvet and 
lace were much in evidence. There 
were also many white evening gowns 
and a generous sprinkling of pale 
greens and dull reds. 

All the buvers had crystal jewelry. 
Necklaces of all sizes, bracelets, 
brooches and rings of crystal made the 
ballroom of the Olympic scintillate, The 
women who had real diamonds were 
overshadowed by the Queens of Sheba 
in Paris’ latest novelty ornaments 
There were also ornaments in imitation 
rubies and emeralds, but the white 
stones were clearly the most favored.

New York, Feb. 22 (A.P.).—Jewels 
worth about $40,000 were missing today 
from the Park avenue home of Jonathan 
Bulkley, a paper broker. Police were 
convinced that the theft was an “in- 
side job.” Investigation developed that 
the jewels disappeared between 3 and 
4:30 p. m. yesterday from a second-floor 
wall safe, the combination of which 
was known only’ to members of the 
family and one maid, Ida Kaemfer. 

At 3 o’clock Miss Kaemfer, who, po- 
lice said, was beyond suspicion, re- 
placed some jewels Mrs. Bulkley had 
been wearing in the safe and locked it. 
At 4:30 she went to the safe to get 
jewels for her mistress to wear at din- 
ner and found the safe unlocked and 
all its contents gone. 

Police said that at the time the theft 
was discovered all the seven Bulkley 
servants were in the house, as were two 
electricians and other mechanics doing 
repair work. They said that there were 
no signs of entry to the house having 
been forced. The windows were pro- 
tected by iron bars, 

The stolen jewels included a chain of 
97 diamonds, valued at $25,000; a laval- 
liere, several diamond and cmerald 
rings and jeweled earrings.

In a reeent pronouncement to 
world ai large Senator Borah asserted 
‘that the proposed replenishment of 
‘American naval strength was “sheer 
_madness.” He greatly encouraged those 
-pacifists who suspect their own Govern- 
“ment of treachery and war lust whenever 
‘it calls for weapons of defense. Mr. 
Borah seemed to think that foreign na- 
tions would be provoked beyond endur- 


-force; that they would go to war rather 
‘than permit the United States to build 
‘up its Navy; and that, therefore, the 
United States would be responsible for 
the war. 

* Now Senator Borah, with character- 


‘opinion, introduces a resolution declar- 
‘ing that “the present chaotic state of 
- maritime law leaves the seas subject to no 
definite rule save that of force and com- 
‘merce to no protection save that of battle 
fleets.” His resolution suggests that the 
‘leading maritime powers of the world 
‘should bring about a restatement and re- 
codification of maritime law governing 
the conduct of belligerents and neutrals 
in time of war. He thinks this should 
‘be done “in the cause of limitation of 
‘armaments and of peace,” and that the 
“work should be finished before the next 
‘limitation conference in 1931. 
- Taking Mr. Borah’s two opinions to- 
gether, it appears that he is anxious to 
“prevent the United States from possess- 
-ing sufficient sea power to protect itself 
‘at a time when force is the only rule of

‘force is the only rule ofthe sea but to 
‘prey upon neutral commerce, including 
‘American commerce, unless it is pro- 
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‘tected by battle fleets. But if the United | 


States should prepare to protect itself 
Jt would be guilty of madness. 
*" Mr. Borah’s resolution cites the fact 
‘that the rules of maritime law in time 
‘of war “were in important respects de- 
‘parted from in the late war.”’ Let us hope 
Ahat this timid observation will not pro- 
‘voke a declaration of war by both Great 
“Britain and Germany. Mr. Borah makes 
-his criticism of the plunderers of Ameri- 
“can commerce and the slayers of Ameri- 
can lives as apologetic as possible, but 
“even he can not avoid noting that mari- 
‘time law was violated during the late 
swar. The truth is that it was shame- 
‘lessly violated, and that its violation 
‘forced the United States to resort to 
‘war, unwilling and unprepared. 
- If the United States had been fully 
‘“tarmed at sea, and prompt in defending 
‘ts rights against all aggressors, it prob- 
“ably wuld not have been forced into the 
4war; but if the belligerents would not 
have had sufficient respect for American 
‘power to forbear from aggression, the 
“United States would at least have brought 
‘the war to a victorious end with less cost 
' Sof blood and money. 
Ss oI The Unjted States intends to be a neu- 
tral when foreign nations run amuck. 
'  SIt will not combine with other nations 
‘tto make war on any one. It will not be 
uilty of aggression, no matter how 
‘strong it may be on the seas.” But in 
ppite of its neutral and peaceful inten- 


tions it will be driven to war unless it is 
‘strong enough to protect its commerce 
at atime when “the seas are subject to 
no rule save that of force.” 

+ Senator Borah’s resolution assumes 
ag if maritime law were restated and 
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freshly agreed upon by the leading sea 
powers, navies could be safely reduced 
and peace be made a certainty. All his- 
tory and all experience deny the validity 
of this assumption. Mr. Borah admits 
that even in the last war maritime law 
was violated. He is aware that great 
maritime powers have violated the spirit 
of the existing limitation treaty by 
building cruisers at an extraordinary 
rate. He knows that the Geneva Con- 
ference was a failure because Great Brit- 
ain rejected the American limitation pro- 
posals. 

Why should any American risk the 
safety of this Nation on the assumption 
that foreign nations would observe a new 
treaty while they are violating treaties 
already made? Go ahead with plans for 
circumventing war, Mr. Borah, but do 
not throw away your gun while you are 
drawing up peace plans with a stranger 
who refuses to throw away his gun. 

Before the United States enters into 
any other engagement for the limitation 
of armaments or for the restatement of 
sea law in time of war it will make sure 
of a guarantee that the new engagements 
will be observed; and this guarantee will 
be in the form of naval strength sufficient 
to enforce respect for American rights.

The statement is interpreted by Pennsylvania 
politicians to mean not only that the Vare 
in Philadelpbia will not “‘go down 
line’’ for Senator Reed, but that Repre- 
sentative Morin, who in the past has been a 
western Pennsylvania ally of Vare, will be 
given the Philadelphia vote. It indicates that

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CONNECTING UP AIRWAYS. 

The Colonial Airways Co., through its presi 
dent, Gen, John F. O’Ryan, has embarked upon 
a project looking toward unification of all air 
lines in the Northeastern section of the coun- 
try. Ata luncheon held recently in New York 
City, the governors of two New England States 
together with prominent business men gave 
whole-hearted approval to the project. 

Commercial aviation probably is not yet 
ready to engage upon a process of generat 
unification. Ultimately, however, it will have 
to come about. The railroads went through a 
similar development. At first there were small 
independent lines, each connecting a group of 
towns, but none of the roads had connections 
with the others. In order to make a shipment 
across a considerable distance it was necessary 
to make several physical transfers of the goods 
in transit. Finally, however, came the con- 
solidators, gradually building up the great 
railway systems that exist today and stand- 
ardizing on track widths and equipment so 
that a car of merchandise might be trans- 
ported from coast to coast without physical 
transfer of its contents. A somewhat similar 
story has been written in the development of 
the telephone. Until the independent com- 
panies had been absorbed in the unified svs- 
tem the telephone was not able to reach per 
fection in its development. 

The airplane, as a commercial! agency, must 
undergo similar growth. Today, and probably 
for several years, it will be developed com- 
mercially by locally-owned independent com- 
panies, Ultimately, however, the Nation’s 
commercial] airways will pass into unified con- 
trol even though ownership may remain local- 
ized. It is not too early to begin working 
toward this end. If the Colonial Airways Co. 
can effect the unification of all commercia] 
air lines in Northeastern United States, thus 
providing an outlet to every New England 
town for the operators of the transcontinenta] 
lines, the National Air Transport Co., com- 
mercial aviation in America will have taken a 
big step forward. 
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BEATING MARS WITH GOLD. 


The New York Times is delighted with a 
new scheme proposed at Geneva, whereby the 
nations are to use money for the prevention 
of war. When a nation is assailed, other na- 
tions are to lend it money and deny money 
to the aggressor, and so war is to be throttled 
with gold. The Times hails this as a grand 
suggestion, arising out of the experiences, of 
the great war. Did not the allied nations 
lend money to each other “on a scale never 
before heard of,’”’ and were not the contribu- 
tions of the United States “enormous and in- 
dispensable?” : 

Of course, the Times overlooks the trifling 
fact that this use of money did not prevent 
war; but what are facts when war is to be 
outlawed? 

Before the great war it was a common 
opinion that no big war could come, because 
the world’s financiers would not permit it. 
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find themselves unable to fight for lack of the 
sinews of war. But the war came, and the 
world’s financiers, instead of forbidding hostili- 
ties, found themselves drafted into service, 
Their resources were taken over by their re- 
spective governments in some cases, and in all 
cases their facilities were turned to war uses. 

No, this suggestion for beating war with 
money will not work, however appealing it 
may be to Geneva and New York. 
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“SAFETY FIRST” AMONG CHILDREN. 


The schoolboy traffic patrols have proved 
their value. Wherever they have been estab- 
lished the safety record has been bettered. In 
assisting. small children across the streets and 
in teaching traffic safety, 


these groups of 


boys, natural leaders, are instinctively emu- 
lated by other children in safety as well as in 
other matters. It is gratifying to note, there- 
fore, that the extension of the boy traffic pa- 
trol system has been ordered, and that the 
American Automobile Association, under whose 
guidance the patrol system has been organized, 
has announced the inauguration of a broader 
program of safety work in the public schools, 

The supervising principal of the _ public 
schools, in charge of safety, has called upon 
all principals whose schools are not vet repre- 
sented by a boy traffic patrol to give their 
pupils the benefit of this added safeguard 
forthwith. The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation has inaugurated a ten-minute educa- 
tional safety feature in school assemblies 
throughout the city, and has arranged through 
local theater managers for special entertain- 
ment functions for all boys engaged in patrol 
work. 

Month after month the toll of traffic has be- 
come heavier throughout the United States. 
Various agencies and many individuals have 
been crusading for greater traffic safety, but 
despite their efforts injuries and fatalities have 
increased. One reason lies in the fact that 
‘safety first” bas not been popular. By at- 
tempting to popularize it, the A. A. A, has hit 
upon an important Innovation. Working with 
children will bear fruit, not only in the pres- 
ent, When the natural carelessness of childhood 
causes accidents, but in the future, when the 
lessons in safety, learned during impression 
able years, will have become a matter of habit.

Lord Askwith, 
speech delivered before the Royal Colonial 
Institute, urging that all British companies 
should be merged into one great tin trust, or 
that they should at least adopt cooperative 
selling methods, has pointed out what straits 
the world would be in should it suddenly dis- 
cover that it had consumed all its resourcea 
of tin. In Amertiea, he said, 25 per cent of ali 
husbands would go hungry because tinned foods 
have robbed their wives of their culinary art. 
The world, he added, is imprisoned in tin, 
and never stops to consider what, might hap- 
pen should its supply be exhausted. 

There was considerable apprehension last 
summer lest the much-discussed tin famine 
might be actually at hand. The demand for 
canned food has been on the increase for some 
time, carrying with-it an increasing consump- 
tion of tin plate. Experiments have been un- 
der way looking toward utilization of a sub- 
stitute for tin, but so far nothing satisfactory 
has been found. Since 1914, the demand for 
tin has increased 81 per cent, while supply has 
increased but 36 per cent. In 1927 America 
purchased trom Great Britain close to $100,- 
000,000 worth of tin, and consumed 50 per 
cent of the world’s output. 

The Bankers Trust Co., of New York, how- 
ever, reports that t'n production in 1927 in- 
creased approximately 11,000 tons over the 
preceding year, thus averting the talked-of 
famine. The visible supplies at the end of the 
year showed a decrease of 207 tons against 
1926. Apparently consumption just about 
equaled production. If, therefore, demand 
continues to increase out of proportion to the 
possibility of increased production, a serious 
situation may be precipitated several years 
hence. é'

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: With 
spring in the air, interest has been 
stirred in the question as to the place 
where the President will spend his 
summer vacation. Mr. Coolidge is rep- 
resented as believing that the summer 
of 1928 should be spent at a spot not 
too remote from Washington. It 1s 
said further that he prefers a new lo- 
cation where he can make fresh con- 
tacts helpful to the administration of 
his office. But one hint has been 
dropped—the President is said to be 
looking for a summer place within easy 
distance of Washington. 

There are several such places, but the 
best is Shenandoah National Park. In 
this vast area the scenery is as beau- 
tiful as is to be found anywhere else 
in the world.

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CURBING PERSPIRATION. 


OTH “Hannah” and “Kat” are dis- 
B tressed because, in spite of winter 

weather, their problem of annoy- 
ing perspiration has not lessened, While 
it is true that the pores, in execution %f 
their normal functions, are constantly 
excuding some substance, they nor- 
mally excude only so much as can im- 
mediately be evaporated in the air. 
When an aggravated condition of per- 
spiration exists it is almost always due 
to hyperacidity—too much acid in the 
blood. Tracing this faulty condition 
to its source we find that persons who 
eat a great deal of meat Or sweets or 
take artificial stimulants are inclined 
to be annoyed by excessive perspiration. 
A change of diet—eating largely of 
fresh fruits, green vegetables, whole- 
grain products and milk—will provide 
considerable relief. The importance of 
taking about six glasses of water, be- 
tween meals, every day can not be over- 
stressed. 

Nervousness contributes to the per- 
spiring action, as any one who has been 
frightened or excited knows. Persons 
whose nerves are frayed must take quick 
and deliberate steps to lose that strain- 
ed and keyed-up sense in their body. 
No way to accomplish this can be 
quicker than by adopting a sane routine 
of living. Long hours of rest, mild ex- 
ercise, plenty of fresh air and sunshine 


and a happy selection of simple

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 22 (A.P.).— 


‘The fight to oust the Ku Klux Klan 


from Indiana will go on regardless of 


' the reported reorganization and change 


of name of the secret order, Attorney 
General Gilllom said here today The 
attorney general recently filed suit in 
a local court seeking to have the klan 
charter revoked and the organization 
placed in receivership. 

Gilliom was in conference today with 
Hugh F. (Pat) Emmons, former cyclops 
of the klan, who in a deposition Mon- 
day told a tale of alleged political in- 
trigue involving the klan and naming 
the Indiana Antisaloon League and 
Horse Thief Detective Association 

“You haven't heard anything yet,’ 
Gilliom declared. “I shall continue to 
prosecute my case as long as the klan 
holds its franchise to do business in 
Indiana.” 

Emmons said he had more informa- 
tion to lay before the attorney general 
and might offer a supplementary depo- 
sition. Gilliom has announced he in- 
tends to ask depositions from severa! 
other former klan officials next week 
He refused to divulge the names of 
those whom he expects to tnterrogate 

Asked what he would do if the klan 
withdrew its certificate of admission to 
do business in Indiana and if the newly 
named organization should seek a fran- 
chise, Gilliom said that would depend 
on the attitude of Frederick E. Schorte- 
meir, secretary of state. Gov. Ed Jack- 
son was secretary of state at the time 
the klan was admitted to Indiana and 
approved the admission. 


TIPS FOR TAXPAYERS 


NO. 11. 

In determining net income there are 
allowed certain specified deductions 
from gross income, such as business ex- 
penses, losses, interest paid, bad debts 
depreciation, rent, contributions, &c. 

Deductions for business expenses 
must have certain qualities to be al- 
lowed. They must relate to a business, 
trade, profession, or vocation in which 
a taxpayer has invested time and money 
for the purpose of a livelihood or profit. 
A taxpayer may conduct more than one 
business and claim a deduction for the 
business expenses of each. 

Typical business expenses of a mer- 
cantile establishment which are de- 
ductible in a return of income are 
amounts paid for advertising, hire of 
clerks and other employes, rent light 
heat. water, telephone, insurance and 
delivery expenses. The expenses of a 
manufacturing business include labor 
raw materials, supplies, repairs, Nght 
and heat, power, selling costs, adminis- 
tration and other similar charges. 

A professional man, such as a law- 
yer, doctor, architect, dentist, &c., may 
deduct the cost of supplies used in his 
practice, expenses paid in the op#ration 
and repair of an automobile used in 


making professional calls, dues to pro- 
fessional societies, subscriptions to pro- 
fessional journals, office rent, cost of 
light, fuel, water and telephone used in 
—_ office, and the hire of office assist- 
ants. 

The farmer may deduct all amounts 
paid in the production, harvesting and 
marketing of crops, including labor 
cost of seed and fertilizer used, cost of 
minor repairs to farm buildings (other 
than his dwelling), and small tools used 
up in the course of a year or two.

Among the proposals that have been 
discussed by committee members are 
those to have the committee demand 
decision on the merger criticisms prior 
to the commission’s hearing Wednes- 
day, and to have the committee resign 
in a body if a vote is not reached be- 
fore that time; to ask James G. Yaden, 
president of the federation, to yield 
the chair during consideration of the 
merger in view of the fact that he is 
a member of the board of directors of 
the Washington Rapid Transity Co.; to
